AN AGREEMENT. 

Free Coinage Men Will Vote 
for the Repeal 



Of the Sherman Act Providing Some- 
thing is Given in Return. 



WAnmsaTON, Autf. 10. —Jn the house 
end of the capttol the free-silver men 
held a caucua Marjy nwmtwrt who am 
against unconditional repeal, but wk 



The effort to push the silver question 
to an early decieloa and the uncom- 
promising term* of the presidents me* 
sage hare stimulated the "gold buife;' 
as the silver men call them, to enter 
upon new fields to conquor. Although 
the gold ,' re serve has been restored tc 
the one hundred-million mark, and 
there is a comfortable surplus over that 
sum, the demand for an issue of bonds 
has broken out again in several spots. 

At the close of the caucus it was u 
flcially announced that the following 
resolution, offered by Mr. Boatner, ol 
Louiaianv had been adopted by a 
imous vote: 

Resolved, That we will support a bill 
repealing the purchasing clauec of the 
Sherman act and concurrently provid- 
ing for the free and untrammelled coin- 
age of silver with full legal-tender 
quality on such a ratio as will pn 
and maintain the parity between 
and silver. 

Be it further resolved. That a 
mlttee of seven be appointed bj 
chairman of this conference to draft 
and Introduce such a bill and take 
proper steps to secure the free and full 
discussion and consideration thcreoi 
and a vote of the house upon the bill 
and all proper amendments. 

The committee provided for in the 
foregoing resolution was composed 
follows: Messrs- Bland, Sibley, lloat- 
ner, Lane, Benhead, Bryan and Bailey. 
By a vote of the caucus Judge Culber- 
son was added to the committee. 

When the caucus met it was esti- 
mated that there were about forty 
members of the house In the balL but 
during the session about 100 members 
were admitted.
